The five were among 13 con- 
victs who cut their way out of 
the Southern Michigan Prison at 
Jackson with a blow torch. Six 
were captured after a stolen car 
turned over. Another was seized 
in a woods near Jackson, and an 
eighth was captured late today 
hiding in a coal bin at the Milner 
Hotel in Jackson. 


STILL IN DETROIT

still in Detroit.

Events Are Forcing 
Armed Forces Unity 


The maze of rumors and conflicting 


statements that continue to come out of 


Washington anent_ the future of the armed 
forces means that changes are in the mak- 
ing. It will be, in effect, evolution—not 
revolution—that will mark the transition. 

We read conflicting reports that the 
administration plans to reduce our over- 
seas military might, to withdraw some 
of our troops from NATO and to reduce 
further our ground forces and naval 
strength at home. 

Admiral Radford hints that the old 
theory of “balanced” forces is being aban- 
doned. We look hopefully for signs that 
the “tug-of-war for equal funds for all 
branches of the service may give way to 
a new streamlined concept based on mod- 
ern weapons. 

These rumors and conflicting state- 
ments are rooted in the rapid. develop- 
ment of new weapons of war. Balanced 
forces this year become hopelessly obso- 
lescent next year. A few men with a few 
modern weapons today are more for- 
midable than whole armies of soldiers 
were in World Wars I and II. 

Our troop commitments in NATO 
must take into account the development 
of the guided missile and atomic shells. 
Each new battalion of troops that goes to 
Europe trained -in such warfare adds tre- 
mendous firepower potential to our forces 
there. An authority points out that a com- 
paratively few rounds of atomic shells, 
which we now have in Eufope, could in- 
flict as much damage to’ ar enemy as all 
the Allied cannon fire of World War II 
from the invasion of Poland to the fall of 
Berlin. | 

So the talk of reducing troops over- 
seas may be produ more alarm than 
necessary. We are growing stronger, not 
weaker, and the strength is not merely 
in numbers of troops. 

Armed forces unity is being forced by 
events. that even the strongest partisans 
of respective branches cannot control. The 
eventual result could be more defense 
for less money—certainly a desirable ob- 
jective any way you look at it.

Christmas Peace 


The loneliest men in Atlanta this cheerful 
Christmas season are the members of the Police 


Department’s shotgun squad. 


Five experienced members of the force belong. They’re veterans, 
past the trigger-happy stage. They assemble at the station early. 
each evening for their assignments which are always dreary, usually 


chilly and quite often dangerous. Their jobs are to settle down for 


a long night on guard at a plant, office or warehouse that Chief Here 
bert Jenkins thinks might be robbed. 


As the Christmas spirit flows on 
to its seasonal peak, so does crime. 
The weather is good for it. There 
is more darkness than daylight. 
Safes tend to bulge a little more 
this time of year than others. 
People are more relaxed and off 
the best time for safe 
punching. | 

Then comes Christmas Day, the 


dullest of the year as far as the « 


police are concerned. The most 
criminals, those who 
would steal from their own moth- 


ers, take Christmas off. Whether 
it’s sentiment or hangovers, no- 
body knows, but there is practical- 
ly no criminal activity on Decem- 
ber 25th with the exception of 
those offenses against society 
brought on by an excess of spirits. 

The shotgun squad was detailed 
around Thanksgiving and will-stay 
on duty as long as Chief Jenkins 
thinks it necessary. Its particular 
targets are more than 30 men 
with considerable local fame as 
safe punchers. Thse men are the 
subject of a watch list posted by 
the chief last month, and some 
have been picked up already. Oth- 
ers are around town, either as pa- 
rolees, or as men under arrest 
but out on bond, or as men who 
have been convicted, but are out on 
bond pending an appeal to a higher 
court. 

The police know them, and know 
a lot about their habits. Accord-

ing to Chief Jenkins, their most 
outstanding characteristic at this 
stage of the game is independ- 
ence. They know they will be 
sentenced eventually. They owe 
money, and as a group are fast 
spenders. What’s one more safe 
as long as it means one more big 
time before they’re in again? 


The usual methods of surveil- 
lance have proven far from fool 
proof, so this year the police de- 
partment produced the idea of the 
shotgun squad. It’s not perfect 
either, but the chief estimates 
that many thousands of dollars 
have been saved by it so far. 


The men with the guns are 
moved around in a wit matching 
game with the safe punchers. They 
are stationed at the places police 
believe most likely will be robbed. 
There they stand their lonely vig- 
ils every night, both barrels load- 
ed, and not with rock salt either. 

The police use shotguns for their 
psychological effect as well as 
for the wide pattern which makes 
it almost impossible to miss at 
close range. Pistols have their 
uses, and high-powered rifles are 
excellent for a number of things, 
including big game hunting. 

To terrify the local criminal, to 
hit a shadow in the dark, to per- 
form the specialized work that is 
one of the marks of Christmas in 
Atlanta, police say there is noth- 
ing like a shotgun.

There is no particular evidence 
for saying they were actually 
kings. At least the Bible does not 
define them as such. Perhaps tra- 
dition has called them kings be- 
cause they visited, as would have 
been the custom of foreign kings, 
the palace of Herod. Also, their 
gifts were royal presents. 

The Wise Men were wise not 
only because of their book-learning 
but also because they watched for 
signs of God's will and were obedi- 
ent to God when He spoke to them. 
George Santayana was writing of 
this kind of wisdom when he said:) 
“O world, thou choosest not the 
better part. . . It is not wisdom 
to be only wise. . . And on the in- 
ward vision close the eyes. . . But 
it is wisdom to believe the 
heart.”’ 

The Wise Men of old believed 
their hearts because their hearts 
were attuned to God. And men are 
wise today when kneeling at the 
crib of the Child Jesus they know 
in their hearts: ‘“‘The kingdoms of 
this world are become the king- 
doms of our Lord, and of his 
Christ; and he shall reign forever 
and ever’ (Revelation 11:15). 


Citizens Aren't Told 
Real World Truths 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21—Looking through the 
latest issue of ‘‘Foreign Affairs,’’ the quarterly 
publication of the Council of Foreign Relations— is 
an organization of prominent Americans’ devoted to the cause of 
international co-operation—one gets the impression that American 
foreign policy ig_in a terrible mess. Surveying the world scene, it 
becomes obvious after reading a number of articles that the American 


people are not being given the 
truth, but only a series of unreal- 
isti¢ pronouncements from official- 
dom about the “free world,” Allied 
unity and the United Nations. 


An article by a very important 
person in India emphasizes the 
point that the United States was 
the aggressor in Korea and 
charges that the American Gov- 
ernment originally intervened in 
the civil war in China by pro- 
tecting Formosa. The accusation 
is further made that the U.N. 
forces had no business crossing 
the 38th parallel into North Ko- 
rea. 

“The question of aggression by 
China seemed therefore to most 
Asians a doubtful point... . It 
is strange that, though the Chi- 
nese intervention took place in 
October, 1950, the United Nations 
waited until the end of January, 
1951, to discuss whether or not it 
was an aggression on the part of 
China. It is also significant that 
when the matter was put to a 
vote the resolution did not re- 
ceive the support of India, 
Burma, Indonesia, and other 
Asian countries.” 

But it is even more distressing 


to read the article written by 


Walter H. Mallory, executive di- 


rector of the Council of Foreign 
Relations, who, after spending a 
year in Indonesia, says America 
is regarded there as a capitalistic 
country of selfish imperialism, 
and ulterior motive. 

It is apparent that the anti- 
American trend began steadily to 
develop for a variety of other 
reasons long before the furor over 
congressional inquiries. In this 
connection ‘‘Foreign Affairs’’ has 
an interesting article by Henry

The letter was four pages long and written in pencil’ and I 
shoved it around on my desk for quite sometime, lacking the 
courage to read it. I knew it would be a sad one about illness and 
joblessness and children w&o wouldn’t have any Christmas and, 
coward-like, I just didn’t want to read it. 

This has been a year of terrific need, according to the social 
workers. Some of my friends at Family Service Society aren’t 
sleeping very well at night because of the genuinely needly fam- 
ilies they have to turn away, being unable to explain adequately 
that they aren’t a relief agency anyhow and the money they 
have is for long-range help. The Christmas Bureau, which op- 
erates in the Community’ Chest building on Walton street, has 
been swamped and generally theré’s a great struggle to make 
kindness and generosity of individuals, Sunday school classes and 
civic groups cover the big bare scars of poverty and need. 

So I‘ hated to read the letter. But’ then I did—and such a 
letter you never saw before. 

The woman who asked that her name be withheld said she 
just wanted to say something to other mothers who arg facing 
the same problem she faces. 

“The problem?”’ she wrote. ‘“‘Here it is almost Christmas. 
Money for Christmas? None. Why? Sickness, hospital bills and 
all the other bad luck that can befall a family.” 


She wrote about it in detall and most of it was achingly 
familiar to me. Her husband is disabled. They get some help 
from the relief and some from their 19-year-old son. There are 
five children in school, the grown son and a married daughter 
who came home with two babies, making a@ total of 13 to feed. 
Last April the son got a chance to work overtime and earn 
some extra money. 


*‘He was so happy. It meant he could carry out a dream he 
had a long time. For Mother’s Day he bought a television set. 
Ile knew his little brothers and sisters couldn't go to the movies 
and that I had no time or money for movies.”’ 

Well, then he hurt his foot and had to go to the hospital. 
After that his company was on strike for three weeks “‘and he 
didn’t get to work.’’ When he did there were school shoes to buy 
and—you know the rest. He was behind on his television pay- 
ments. He tried to catch up and his little brother broke his 
arm, not once but twice—just before the cast was removed. 


The family’s rent was increased by $10 a month and then 
the mother got sick. ' 

But the clincher in this letter is what surprised me. The 
mother didn’t ask for a thing—not a darned thing! She wanted 
to give something to others who are having a few little old 
minor troubles like hers. 


“IT haven’t figured it all out,” she said. “I haven’t told the 
children how bad it seems to me or tHat I don’t see any possible 
way to keep our television set. But here is what I have done. I 
turned to God and asked Him to show me the way and I began 


to think of all the little children that are cold, sick and hungry,” 


that would think a hot dinner the most wonderful gift for Christ- 
mas. I thought of all the suffering in other war-torn countries, 
of Mississippi and her great disaster at this Christmas time. 
Now I know that giving up a TV set and not having a few toys 
is not as bad as it might have been. Thank God for food, shelter 
and clothes.”

“The best plan of management 
would be to thin those stands con- 
sisting of 1,000 to 5,000 trees per 
acre, and lop down those least 
desirable trees, leaving from 500 
to 1,000 trees per acre to grow 
rapidly into pulpwood size,’’ the 
conservationist added. 

“This thinning is done when the 
trees are large enough to deter- 
mine the better quality trees, 
while at the same time one stroke 
of the ax will lop them down,” 


The next treatment should be a 
pulpwood improvement cut which 
should take place when the trees 
are approximately 15 years old, 
when trees are approximately 8 
to 10 inches in diameter. 

“Again we use a process of 
eliminating those trees of poorest 
leaving
